Ald, Long Makes Plea, but Com- 
mittee Delays Action.

Decision upon the proposed bond issue of 
$150,000 for the establishment of bathing 
beaches, which involves the iseue of the con- 
solidation of the park boards with the city 
government raised by Alderman B. W. Snow' 
in the council meeting Monday evening, was 
postponed yesterday by the committees on 
finance. 

Alderman Theodore K Long, chairman of 


the lake shore reclamation commission and 
member of the special committee on bathing 


beaches and recreation piers, appeared be- 
fore the committee and opposed Alderman 
Snow’s declaration that the city should ex- 
pend no money for park purposes while the 
park boards are in existence. His were the 
only remarks heard, however, and the com- 
mittee did not take up the discussion. 

It will revert to the subject after # has 
completed the regular budget and fs ready 
to consider the several matters urged in con- 
nection with possible bond issues to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the April election. 


Says Need Is Immediate, 

“We need bathing beaches and we need 
them at once, asserted Alderman Long, and 
if the parks do not open them it is the city’s 
duty to do so. The talk of forcing the park 
boards to do this work is correct economical- 
ly, but in either case, whether the beaches are 
established by the city or by the boards, the 
money will come froma bond issue, 

“* What difference does it make whether the 
bende are signed by the president of some 
pare board or by the mayorofthecky? The 
beaches are public investments In either in- 
stance and they are public property. 

“Tt is only fair that the question be sub- 
mitted to the voters that they may declare 
their will.” 

Alderman Snow said that when the com- 
mittee is prepared to act in the matter he 
wil] urge the recommendation of the passage 
by the council et a resolution aimed toward 
the abolition of the park boards and an order 
for an amendment to the statutes trans- 
ferring their functions to the city govern- 
ment. 


Ask Fund for City Courts. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court and Municipal Court Clerk t.omer K. 
Galpin appeared ‘before the finance com- 
mittee in ‘the afternoon and asked for a 
contingent fund of $6,000 for extra work when. 
the Municipal. courts move into the new 
city hall. 

Chief Justice Olson estimated that with 
the Municipal courts in the new city hall 
the number of civil suits would increase as 
attorneys would find it just as convenient 
to go there as to the Superior or Circuit 
courts, The committee appropriated only

The name of D’Oyly is quite familar in this 
country, through the controversy between Sir 
Warren Hastings D’Oyly, the father ofthe 
governor of the Andaman islands, and Dr. 
John Evans, the American dentist in Paris, 
nephew, and for a time the adopted son of 
the late Dr. Thomas Evans, dentist. to Na- 
poleon II, and who played so memorable a 
role in connection with the escape of Empress 
Eugénie from France, after the overthrow of 
the monarchy in September, 1870. Dr. John 
Evans obtained, by means of the payment of 
the customary fees, the title of marquis from 
the vatican, joining thereto the name of 
D’Oyly, assuming at the same time the arms, 
the crest, and the motto of the ancient house 
of which Sir Warren D'Oyhy isthechief. — 

Dr. Thomas Evane, who despite his long 
residence abroad, remained to the end a patri- 
otic American, was roused to such indigne- 
tion about the matter that he broke off all 
intercourse with his nephew and disinherited 
him; while Sir Warren protested in vain 
against John Evans’ usurpation of his name 
and armorial bearings, especially when the 
doctor caused his two sons, Raoul and the 
late Alastair, to drop the name of Evans for 
that of Count and Viscount D’Oyly respec- 
tively, just as if they had been the sons of 
some peer of France, whose dignities ante- 
dated the great revolution, inetead of pos- 
sessing a papal title of nobility; which carries 
‘with it no such prerogatives as the investiture 
of sone with titles during the lifetime of their 
father.

Dr. John Evan assumption of the name 
and arma of D'Oyly wes based on the fact 
that hie mother’s name was D’Oyly. He 
claimed that she belonged to an American 
branch of Sir Warren Hastings D’Oyly’s fam- 
lly, founded by a certain Maj, D’Oyly, who 
was sent by Oliver Cromwell to Puerto Rico, 
on the occasion of the English eccupation of 
that island, as ite first governor. Now Sir 
Warren Hastings D’Oyly indignantly repudi- 
ates these pretensions of relationship, and 
Certain it ig that in the pages of Burke's 
* Peerage” and other works of reference 
devoted to the ancient house of D’Oyly, no 
mentiom whatsoever is made of any American 
line, or of any of the alleged D’ Oyly ancestors 
or ancestresses of Dr. John Evans. Even 
were he connected, on the distaff side, with 
the English D’Oyly family, he would have 
had no right whatsoever to assume its name 
and arms, in conjunction * a pontifical 
title of nobility. 

The. D’Oylys,. iike so many others, came 


+ over with WilHam the Conqueror, who grant- 


ed to his companion, Robert D’Oyly, two 
baronies in Oxford. Thie Robert D’Oyly built 
Oxford castle and was lord high constable of 
the kingdom and grand carver to the king. 
He left no sons, but only a daughter, who died 
childless, and was succeeded in his honors 
by his brothers son, that is to say, his 
nephew and namesake, Robert D’Oyly, from 
whom the English D'Oylys of today are line- 
ally descended, and who efter entertaining 
Empress Maud at his castle of Oxford, helped 
her to escape from that stronghold when she 
was besieged there by King Stephen. 

. — 

It may be remembered that the ground be- 
ing thickly covered with snow, she and her 
companions,dressed themselves in white, and 
thus evaded the notice of the sentries. Nor 


was this the only escape in which he assisted 


her. For when it became necessary for her to 
flee from Devizes, Robert D'Oyly caused the 
empress to be nailed down into a coffin, had it 
placed upon a bier, and then borne in funeral 
procession out of the town, he himself acting 
as chief mourner. 

Sir William D’Oyly was member of parlia- 
ment for Norfolk and was knighted by 
Charles I. for his devotion to the royalist 
cause, with which the entire family were 
identified. On the restoration he received a 
baronetcy from Charles IL in recognition of 
his loyalty, and for a number of generations 
past the family has been identified with the 
British government service in India, the 
sixth baronet, Sir John D’Oyly of D’Oyly 
park, in Hampshire, having been the most 
intimate friend and associate of Warren 
Haatings, whose cause he vigorously cham- 
pioned from his seat in the house of oom- 
mone. It is in memory of this friendship that

There are many local option districts with- 
in the limits of the city of Chicago. A ait- 
ferent provision prevails in nearly every dis- 
trict relative to the consent of residents. In 
some districts, notably Hyde Par ma- 
jority of the frontage within a block is neces- 
sary. In the town of Cicero, a majority of the 
voters within @ radius of one-half a mile 
must consent. If any individual finds his 
name signed unlawfully to the petition, he 
ean object to his name being included in the 
total necessary for the issuance of the li- 
cense. 

Objections to the sufficiency of petitions for 
saloons in local option territory are heard 
each license period, viz.: May 1 and Nov. 1. 
by the city collector. If the petition is shown 
to be defective, no license fg issued. The 
city collector is custodian of the petitions 
and they are subject to inspection in his 
office. Members of the police force are not 
permitted to circulate petitions for saloon 
licenses, but are depended upon to verify the 
names upon petitions,

KOZMINSKI SCHOOL. 

Chicago, Jan. 11.—Inclosed is a letter from 
our board of education.
